Tae section of Jules Ferry’s school 
bill, which excites great opposition in the 
French legislature, is known as section 7. 
It forbids all members of unauthorized 
religious corporations, male or female, to 
teach in private or publicschools. These 
corporations are the religious orders 
which have not complied with the law 
requiring the issue of a residence permit 
on French soil, which is conceded only 
on a submission to thegovernment of the 
rules, membership list, and schedule of 
the property owned by the applicant. As 
these church organizations are more or 
less opposed to republicanism, it is held 
that this watchfulness of republican au- 
thorities is not only justifiable but neces- 
sary. There are now ninety-three un- 
licensed corporations of men with nearly 
7,500 members and owning about 450 
monasteries. The nuns are much strong- 
er, there being over 400 communities and 
a total membership of almost 14,000. 
Besides these there are the Jesuits, who 
have rapidly increased of late years, and 
have a half authorization, and no less 
than 113,750 authorized nuns are con- 
dacting 16,478 girls’ schools. To show 
the location of the clerical schools the 
government has issued maps, in which 
their relative position and abundance in 
every department are indicated by va- 
riously colored marks. According to 
French customs, there is nothing un- 
usually severe in these provisions, but 
still itis now thought that the senate 
will not sanction the obnoxions section.

The Panama Canal Scheme. 
Instead of the blustering that both 
parties are indulging in at Washington 
over. M. de Lesseps’ canal project— 
blustering that looks tar more to the No- 
vember election than to the real interests 
of America—it would be better to have 
our representatives in Europe explain 
to European capitalists that it would be 
safer to have a guarantee from this gov- 
ernment than to go on without one. 
There is very little reason to doubt that 
the projectors of the Darien canal, and 
especially the capitalists who are expec- 
ted to furnish the immense sum needed 
to build it, would be glad to have a dis- 
tinct understanding with this country, or 
that in such an understanding this gov- 
ernment could not procure such terms as 
it may desire touching the control 
of the canal either in times 
of war or peace—always provided 
that we strive to reach such a conclusion 
in a reasonable way instead of through 
blustering in or about congress. For 
both parties are just at present trying to 
see which can do the most to embarrass 
the distinguished French engineer in his 
gigantic undertaking. Senator Bayard 
said in a recent speech that the Monroe 
doctrine must be applied to the canal, 
come what may. Senator Gordon is so 
deeply impressed with a sense of the dan- 
gers that M. de Lesseps is bringing upon 
the American continent that he wants 
his committee of commerce relieved of 
the subject, and a special committee ap- 
pointed to consult with the house com- 
mittee, for the purpose of devising some 
means of clipping DeLesseps’s wings. The 
republicans, of course, declare that Amer- 
ican control of the entire continent must 
and shall be preserved; buat it 
is very difficult to ascertain 
how much of their patriotism 
springs from the rival Nicaraguan pro- 
ject, and how much from a desire to se- 
cure a fat place for the man who evi- 
dently proposes to keep on traveling un- 
til some fat place is blocked out for him 
at home. In order to more thoroughly 
stir the American heart these gentlemen 
have set afloat the story that Great 
Britain, France and Germany have en- 
tered into a secret alliance, the purpose 
of which is to see toit that an inter- 
oceanic canal is built in accordance with 
DeLesseps’s plan, without the interven- 
tion, and in spite of the defiance even, 
of the United States. This story isa 
very fair sample of the whole anti-canal 
movement which has been started in 
Washington.

Government Notes and Gold Values. 
As was to have been expected, Mr. 
Bayard’s recent speech in favor of de- 
stroying the legal tender quality of the 
greenbacks is quite an able document 
It has a vigorous literary flavor about it 
that is refreshing, and it ought to take 
very high rank among the average ora- 
tions of the day. But there are evi- 
dences in the opening paragraphs which 


is very far from reaching the stature of a 
statesman in any enlarged meaning of 
that term, and the speech is not in any 
sense a statesmanlike effort. A states- 
man is an expounder; Mr. Bayard isa 
special pleader. A statesman does not 
allow party, nor personal interests, nor 
ambition to obscure thetruth. Mr. Bay- 
ard has confounded dignity of rhetoric 
with dignity of purpose, but the careful 
reader of even the synopsis of bis speech 
which was telegraphed north will not 
make a similar mistake. Mr. Bayard 
rose, as he declares, above party, but he 
did not rise above partisanship. If we 
are to believe that he made a 
sincere effort to doso—that he 
seriously attempted to treat the 
subject from the standpoint of a states- 
man—then the judgment that declares 
him lacking in the essential qualities of 
statesmanship must be just. His speech 
is the argument of an attorney. It is 
narrow-minded and partisan, and in no- 
wise lacking in the arrogance that usually 
accompanies such symptoms. Instead of 
an exposition of the subject, we have a 
studied argument, in the very opening of 
which Mr. Bayard betrays his ignorance 
of the nature and functions not only of 
money, but of paper currency. 

His whole argument is based on the 
statement—which is the least important 
half of a truth—that a paper currency is 
but an evidence of debt and represents 
no value. This is his position, and upon 
this he bases his argument. He iseither 
ignorant of the other and more impor- 
tant half of the truth, or he has passed 
it over in the hope of confusing and mis- 
leading those who may be impressed by 
the rhetorical dignity of his  as- 
sumptions. Possibly the latter, for 
it must be apparent to any 
person capable of reasoning that, pri- 
marily, the thing which we call paper 
money isan evidence of credit. It cannot 
be and never is an evidence of debt until 
it has become an evidence of credit. As 
an evidence of debt merely it has no val- 
ue, and it is upon this fact that Mr. Bay- 
ard’s argument is based. As an evidence 
of credit, it does have value, for credit 
has a value of its own which, although it 
may be measured by the gold standard 
so dear to Mr. Bayard’s soul, need not be 
based on gold. It is a pity the Delaware 
senator did not turn his attention to this 
branch of the subject and give us one of 
his luminous arguments against the value 
of credits. 

Mr. Bayard also seems to labor under 
the delusion that real money must have 

intrinsic value, and he confounds money 

with capital in a most hopeless way. The 

metal pieces of which the government « 
chooses to ordain as money are merely 

the emblems of all intrinsic value. It 

has been shown a thousand times that 

silver and gold do not possess intrinsic 

value; and even Mr. Bayard, in the 

midst of his confusion, is kind enough to 

forget himself long enough to disdainfully 

admit that the value of the gold dollar 

represents the labor employed to produce 

it. He thus, ina moment of forgetful- 

ness, surrenders the whole question. He 

admits that value may be representative 

and interchangeable and that all value 

must rest at last upon the intrinsic value 

of labor. How near to the doors of pov- 

erty and distress—how close to the homes 

of the laboring masses—this admission 

brought the honorable senator from Del- 

aware! What an opportunity he had 

here for flinging away the pride of opin- 

ion and contemplating the realities of the 

great question he wasattempting to argue 

in the intarest of the money power! He 

stood face to face with the truth, but he 

turned away and followed the golden 

idol. 

Money, stamped by the government, 

is the emblem of value—the representa- 

tive of necessity. What a thought for 

Mr. Bayard! What a theme forthe states- 

man and patriot! All the gold and all 

the silver in the wide world—all the pal- 

aces and all the luxuries of wealth and 

capital—are, but the representatives of 

the necessities of the poor. If this 

be true—if the value of gold is repre- 

sentative merely—if it represents labor, 

which isthe basis of all values—then 

Mr. Bayard’s views in regard to what he 

calls money must be a delusion. Only 

labor can really pay debts, but if a 

man has that which represents labor— 

that which can purchase labor—he has 

that which may be said to be redeema- 

ble. Are gold and silver the only com- 

modities—the only representatives of 

labor—redeemable in labor? We invite | 
the gold-bugs and the would-be finan- 

ciers to a careful consideration of these 

elemental! facts in finance. Gold, stamped 

by the government, is merely an order— 

anemblem.

The Cen- 
tral lease was withdrawn, and the matter 
of direct trade received an. indefinite 
postponement. 

Indeed, on looking at the results care- 
fully, it seems to us that beyond the fact 
that the Louisville and Nashville made 
a very bad bargain, there is but one thing 
that the late revolution has effected, and 
that is that it has broken up the only 
great through line that the south ever 
had—and has probably postpdned it fora 
long series of years. We have already 
discussed in the fullest manner the ad- 
vantages that this whole section would 
reap from a through line, and there is no 
reason giving negative repetition to those 
arguments. The Louisville and Nash- 
ville must not be surprised to see feeling 
developed among the people of the cities 
below Louisville, at the frustration 
of this scheme that promised so 
much for the south.
